yh the jury tonight. 
Mrs Annie Shafer, wife of the ac- 


cused, is breaking down under the 
strain of the past months. She 
frail and sickly and a woman whose 
constitution cannot bear up under 
the trouble. She says she has had 
more trouble than any ten women in 
her time, but this is the climax of all. 
However, all the old man's familj 
hope to see him released.
